DR. H. M. SULLIVAN (physics) recently attended the 
Congress of the Canadian Association of Physicists 
in Waterloo, Ont., where he presented a joint paper 
with a colleague from the University of Saskatchewan. 
Their material compared upper-air temperatures and 
twilight sodium intensities at Saskatoon and Victoria. 

Dr. Sho Ohnuma of Yale University is visiting the 
physics department for the summer and assisting in 
design work for the TRIUMF project. TRIUMF, a joint 
venture of four universities, is developing a 
nuclear accelerator on the West Coast as a major 
research tool. One of many areas to be explored 
is the use of negative pions in medical therapy. 

This is the subject of a conference now under way 
at Berkeley, attended by DR. D. E. LOBB. 

DR. J. BEATTIE MacLEAN (Germanic languages and 
literature) was elected vice-president of the 
Canadian Association of University Teachers of 
German at its June convention in Toronto. 

Dr. MacLean was also re-appointed as chairman of 
the association’s national committee on German 
instruction in public schools.
